Let your sensations 
decide. 
It 


must bo kept in mind that the entire 
function of digestion nnd nwiuiilation is 
carried on without conscious supervis- 
ion or concurrence. It should be entire- 
ly unfelt and unknown, excepting by 
the feeling of bienetre, which accompan- 
ies nnd follows its normal accomplish- 
ments- Satiety is bad. It implies a sen- 
sation of fullnOBS in the region of the 
stomach, and that means that too much 
food has boon taken. The exact corre- 
spondence in a 'healthy animal, between 
the appetite- and tho amount of food re- 
quired is extraordinary. As a rule, the 
meal, unless «ateu very slowly, should 
ceaso before the appetite is entirely sat- 
isfied, because a little time is required 
for tho outlying organ and tissues to 
feel tho effects of the food that has been 
ingested. If too little has boon taken it 
is easy enough to make it up ut the next 
meal, and the appetite will be only tho 
bettor and the food more grateful. 
' No one was ever sor.-y for having vol- 
untarily eaten too little, while millions 
every d'ay repent having eutcn too much. 
It has been said that the great lesson 
homoocpathy taught the world was this: 
That, whereas physicians had been in 
tho habit of giving the patient the larg- 
est docs he could sUind, they have been 
led to see that their purpose was better 
subserved by giving him the smallest 
docs that would produce the desired of- 
fest. And so it is with food. Instead of 
eating, as most people unfortunately do, 
as much as they can, they' should eat 
the smallest amount that will keep them 
in good health.

How to Darn—The proper darning oi 


a rent in cloth is an art that can not 
be easily picked up, 
and should 
be 


taught to girls as an essential part of 
their practical home training. The expert 
darner of woolen cloth will make a rcut 
practically invisible by weaving togotli 
or torn edges, matching them as caro- 
iully as possible, and afterward press- 
ing the rent. A fine.-sewing silk is used 
to darn woolen. cloth in preference to 
any wool, which would. not bo strong 
enough unless the thread or ravcliny 
was too coarse. 
Whoro: tho 
cloth if 


thick enough endeavor to conceal tho 
silk thread between the face and bad-. 
of the cloth. Begin about half an inch 
from the edge of one side of tho tear, 
md run tho needle the MUKO distance 
Jrom the outer edge, 
concealing 
the 


thread carefully and drawing tho cdge« 
closely together, but jcot «o that they 
overlap. 
If there i» any nap on the 


cloth brush it back when you nro darn 
ing, and then brush it down again. Lay 
a damp cotton cloth on tho wrong side 
of tint cloth over the .darn and press it 
down once, then remove the cotton cloth 
and press next the woolen surface, being 
curui'ul that you do not press it perfect' 
Jy dry, but that a very little steam ario 


cs after the iron is removed. 
If 
the 


cloth it pressed perfectly dry the work 
of the iron will be shown 011 the right 
side. A piece of cloth is usually darned 
with tho. vertical and diagonal stitches 
miming with the threads of tho cloth. 
The "up-and-down" threads is usually 
the- strongest way of mending 
a bias 


darn. Use no piece of cloth under tho 
darning unless thfc material darned is 
thin. In that case a piece of silk of the 
same color is leaa clumsy as n backing to 
darn the wool, unless the wool is sheer. 


Table cloths generally wear out first 


in the folds. It ii true that there are 
not always made in the same place, even 
by the same laundress, but they general- 
ly are, and there is invariably one in 
the center. By cutting off a few inches 
from one end and one side, all the folds 
will be altered, thus giving the cloth a 
fresh start.

The Use of Peanuts—The use of pea- 


nuts in the preparation of various ilisli- 
us is increasing. 
A water is made by 


chopping very fine a pint of the shelled 
nuts and mixing them with three egga, 
two tabh-spoonsful of milk, a little salt 
and a cup of sugar creamed with two 
tablcspoonsfuls of butter. Flour is added 
to make a soft dough, which is rolled 
very thin, cut into strips anil baked in a 
node-rate oven. Peanut sandwiches, loo, 
are very appetizing and nutritious, eith- 
er for tea or with the salad at luncheon 
or dinner. Several receipts arc followed 
,o make them, a good one calling foi 
jrown bread. This is cut in thin slices 
ind very lightly buttered, spread with 
Tcame cheese nnil a layer of finely chop- 
ped nuts. These slices arc then pressed 
together nnd cut in "irclcs or oblong. 


Coffee-Chocolate—It is not generally 


know that cofTcc and chocolate combin- 
ed make a good flavoring—somewhat 
)cculinr, however, and perhaps one would 
tiro of it easily, but dishes containing 
this combination often make an agree- 
able 'change from the g.meral routine. 
A loaf cake with this Havering is espec- 
ially good. Cream one cup cf sugar and 
hull" a eup of butter; add the yolks of 
four eggs and half a cup of strong cold 
coll'cc.

sence of deep snow in the north woods 
is making hard times for the wolves, and 
as a result they are becoming bolder oj 
the 
season advances. Without 
deep 


snow the wolves are unable to _ follow 
and drag down deer and moose, their 
winter prey and reports from the bock 
country indicate that the wolves are be- 
ginning to seek food close to human 
habitation, thereby becoming dangerous, 
but also cosy victims to the pelt hunter. 
Cases of wolf attacks upon human be- 
ings are frequently reported, but as yet 
no one has been killed by the animals;' 
In Minnesota aud Wisconsin the wolf 
bounty of $20 for a grown animal and

i-olf hunting by poison, dogs and gunn, 
a profitable one and several hunters 
have found the business worth their 
while.

dark chapter In the life of thia man 
who it Is charged has been changed 
by the use of drugs from a respecta- 
ble physician and student of medicine 
into a veritable flend, the counterpart 
of Robert Louis Stevenson's Mr. Kyde. 


A Long List of Victims. 


It Is alleged by officers here that the 


doctor got girls and women under his 
influence by the use of tho same stupe- 
fying and degrading drugs which had 
made him a victim, took what money 
or property they had available, and 
then he would continue to feed his 
victims, it is believed, with the drug 
until they succumbed to its power.

It has developed that Dr. Haugh was 


In Cincinnati at that time and two 
women who saw a man leaving the 
spot where the mutilated body, of Lulu 
Mueller was found described him as 
stooping, gray haired, shaking as it 
palsied and with a glaze In his eye. 
This description fits Dr. Haugh, as he 
was on October 14, 1904, -within a fow 
days of the girls'.death. On that date 
Mrs. 
Mary Johnson, an old friend of 


the Haugh family, refused him admis- 
sion to her Cincinnati lodging house 
because of his' drug eating habits. 
She especially noted his appearance. 


The Cincinnati police are working 


on the theory that Haugh may have 
knowledge of the murder 
of these 


three tfrls. 


W. C.' Parish, a brakenmn on the 


Baltimore & Ohio railway, was In Dr. 
Haugh's rooming house In Loraln the 
night of February 16, 1904. He be- 
came ill and Haugh gave him treat- 
ment Then be began growing worse 
and was taken to tho hospital, where 
he died. 


"I gave him medicine," Haugh ex- 


plained when an ambulance called for 
him, 
"But It doesn't seem to have 


done any good." 


Tho physicians thought Parish was 


suffering with pneumonia and made no 
Investigation. 


Dr, Haugh advocated the painless 


killing of all aged and infirm people 
and those suffering from incurable dis- 
eases while he operated In Hamilton, O. 


Before the Transformation.. . 


It Is only five years ago that Dr. 


Haugh was considered an authority, in 
the state of Ohio on tho origin and 
composition of drugs, and about 
his

'WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 26.— No 
cature of the export trade of the United 
States in 1005 has 
shown 
a 
larger 


growth than that of the trade with China 
and Japan. In the ten months ending 
with October exports to China .are more 
than $50,000,000 in value, against $20,- 
lOO'.OOO in the same months of 1004 and 
S13,000,000 in the corresponding months 
of 1903 and those to Japan arc ..$46,500,; 
000, against a little less than $22,000,000 
br'the same period in 1004 and $16,000,- 
100 in the corresponding months of 1903. 
Thus, in the case of Japan exports have 
more than doubled as compared with 
L904 and practically, trcbeled as compar- 
ed with -1003, while in the case of China 
exnorts are two and one-half times ns 
mush as in 1904 and 
- have 
practically 


quadrupled since 1003. No other coun- 
tries of the world to which our exports 
are sent shows gains approximating 
those of China and Japan. 


To Cuba there is an increase of ap- 


proximately 40 per cent and to Argen- 
tine about 33 per cent, but China and 
Japan are the only countries in the long 
list of those to which our 'exports are 
sent which show a gain of 100 per cent, 
or more. Should the rate of growth eou- 
tinuc until the close of the year the total 
exports from the United States to Japan 
in the calendar year will be practically 
ten timps as much as in 1895.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 20.—"Do 


not ask any questions, do not wait to 
write, but if you want to see us alive 
send steamer tickets,' is the despairing 
cry which the Russian Jews of this city 
are daily hearing from relatives residing 
in the empire of the czar. 


Horrible descriptions of slaughter and 


rapine are contained in many of the let- 
ters. A letter from 
Koloras, Russia, 


gives a lurid description of the massa- 
cres. According to the account, crowds 
of brigands followed the parade which 


•as held in celebration of the issuance of 


the manifesto, gathered in a mob, at 
their head a picture of the czar and a 
cross, emblems of state and church, mada 
their way to the Jewish quarter, where 
they at once began their work of mur- 
der and robbery. Driving a number of 
Jewish children into the street they 
poured kerosene on them and set fire to 
them, while the mothers were obliged to 
stand by and helplessly listen' to the 
agonized tcrenms of their little ones.

ROADS PAY THEIR TAXES 


Railway Companies Send in 


Checks lor Large Sums to 


State Treasurer. 


MADISON, Wis., Dec. 26.—Under a law

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 20.—11:30 a. 


m.—Yesterday's lighting at Moscow oc- 
curred mostly at some distance from the 
center of the city. The revolutionists 
abandoned the Tvcrskaia thoroughfare 
as it L» too easily swept by artillery and 
concentrated their forces in the narrow 
winding streets of the commercial quar- 
ter, where the shops were closed and oc- 
cupied by thcj military. 


The mortuaries at Moscow arc filled 


with the dead, the hospitals are unable 
to find room for the wounded and many 
private houses are filled with wounded 
persona. 


FIGHT LEADERS, STUDENTS. 


2:55 p. m.—The Slovo today says that 


the leaders of the revolutionary army at 
Moscow arc mostly students of Kieff, 
Wharkoff and Odessa among whom are 
many Tcws. The military hold the cen- 
ter of Moscow and apparently fire await- 
ing reinforcements which are reported to 
be on the way to Moscow from all direc- 
tions, some of the troops, marching over- 
land. Four regiments or dragoons from 
Warsaw have started by rail for Moscow, 
but have not yet arrived therer The' 
government is finding great difficulty in 
dispatching a sufficient force to the dis- 
turbed city it being dangerous to with- 
draw tho troops from other places, most 
of the available men having already been 
sent to cope with the revolt hi the Baltic 
provinces.

The viscount is 
a member of the privy council and of the 
first class of the order of the Rising 
Sun, the highest ordei: in Japan. He

Japanese minister to London. He has 
occupied a prominent place in the Jap- 
anese foreign office and was a delegate 
representing his country at The Hague 
conference.

WARSAW, Russian Poland, Dec. 22. 


—A proclamation of the governor gener- 
al was gazetted here today establishing 
martial law in all of the ten govern- 
ments of Russian Poland and appointing 
ten temporary military governors gen- 
eral. 


PARIS, Dec. 22.—A dispatch from St. 


Petersburg to the Temps says: 


"The strike now covers the whole of 


Russia. The Novoe Vrcmya admits that 
with unprecedented rapidity all commun- 
ication with provinces and abroad has 
been stopped. It 
is expected hourly 


that tho ministry will be rendered en- 
tirely helpless." 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 22.—3:40 a. 


m.—The failure of many of the railroad 
men of St. Petersburg, to obey the strie 
order and the ability of M. Nemechaieff, 
minister of communications, to move 
trains on all roads except the Baltic 
roads are thorns in the sides of the strike 
leaders. The fiat went forth at 
last 


night's meeting of the workmen's council 
that traffic must be interrupted at all 
costs' though this admittedly would be 
difficult on the Nicholas roud to Miscow. 
Trains arc running with their ordinary 
crews on their line, but all the trains 
are heavily guarded. The delegates will 
try moral suasion with the faithful em- 
ployes, but it is feared they will also 
resort to destroying the bridges along 
the road . The government has succeed- 
ed in arresting practically all the mem- 
bers of the strike and railroad commit- 
tees. 


LIGHTING PLANTS WORKING. 
During the night the authorities sue-, 


eecdcd in getting a sufficient number of 
sailors from C'ronstadt to enable the op- 
eration ot" all except one of the electric 
lighting plants which was also galling to 
the strikers as the darkening of the city 
and the stopping of the railroads were 
the most effective means of making the 
strike generally felt. The inhabitants 
where the electric lights were out were 
compelled to fall back on candles and 
kerosene and the searchlight mounted on 
the spire of 
the 
admiralty 
building 


again vividly illuminated 
the Nevsky 


Prospect as it did during the October 
strike, while cavalry and infantry pa- 
trolls guarded every block and machine 
guns were stationed at several points. 
In the industrial districts many of the 
strikers seemed to have only the vaguest 
ideas of what they were striking for, rc- 
.plying "because we were ordered to do 
so" to question on the subject, not 
knowing by whom or why. 


TO UNDERMINE FAITH.

I To shake the workmen's faith in their 
loaders the government has distributed 
thousands of copies of a circular signed 
l>y the union of Russian workmen ex- 
;itiating on the arrest of the committee- 
en of the Moscow telegraphers, while 
rousing at a restaurant as an example 


of how the workmen's money is spent. 


Outside of the industrial regions there 


is •little evidence of a strike. The city 
pharmacies generally remain open. The 
drug clerks who have just emerged from 
a protracted struggle disregarded 
the 


summons of their union to strike. The 
stores arc open as usual and tho street 
cars aro running. 


IIIXT AT CZAR'S DEATH. 


The boldest of all the bold pronuncia- 


tentos of the revolutionists is a myster- 
ious hnnd bill with which Tsarskoe-Sclo 
was floodod today. Professing to allude 
to a terrorist plot againstthe emperor 
the hand bill says: 


"There will bo a little puff of smoke. 


Pay no heed to it ns the result will be 
the best thing possible .for everybody." 


The police have been baffled in their 


efforts to find the printers and dissem- 
inators of these bills. 


During a tour of the city a corres- 


pondent saw dozens of workmen between 
soldiers with fixed bayonets being march- 
ed off to prison. 


A cache of arms and. hand bombs was 


seized on the Schlussclburg avenue yes- 
terday and a crowd of a thousand strik- 
ers of the Nevsky works was charged and 
dispersed by Cossacks, j)-ho used the fiats 
of their swords and whips but no one 
was seriously injured. 


DESPERATE FIGHTING. 


9 •. m.—Fragmentary details reached 


this city yesterday of desperate fighting 
which has occurred between the revolu- 
tionaries 
in the Baltic provinces. At 


Takum, where the city was retaken from 
the rebels, the defenders only gave in 
after a bloody siege and battle which 
lasted twelve hours. 


The insurrectionists had fortified the 


town by throwing up intrenchments, be- 
fore which they dug pits. They also 
had in position the machine guns recent- 
ly captured by them. They displayed 
desperate valor in defending the city. 
The trenches were finally taken by 
storm, both sides losing heavily. 


At 
Kharkoff 
10,000 revolutionaries 


arc under arms. Troops are being con- 
centrated for the purpose of recapturing 
the city. The rebels are being drilled 
by their leaders and are preparing for a 
life and death resistance. 


SOLDIERS ARE SLAUGHTERED. 
A bloody fight has also taken place at 


Talsen. Revolutionists fired upon the 
military patrons froin the windows of 
houses. A regular battle ensued. For- 
ty infantrymen and cavalrymen were 
either killed or wounded.. 


GOVERNMENT IN CONTROL. 


1:20 
p. m.—There was some extension 


of the strike today in St. Petersburg, but 
the government plainly holds the upper 
hand here. The success of the strike gen- 
erally speaking depends on its develop- 
ment at Moscow and other places in the 
interior. Evidently the leaders hope to 
precipitate matters at Moscow with' the 
view of setting up a provisional gov- 
ernment there if they can effect a split in 
the army and also to secure possession of 
other towns as they did in the case of 
Kharkoff, hut their plans have 'not ma- 
tured. They seem to be striking wildly 
and blindly. The government it is now 
apparent took the revolutionists off their 
guard and forced the issue, preferring a 
test of strength before the workmen's or- 
ganization was complete, confident that a 
defeat will greatly impair the prestige 
of the revolutionary leaders among their 
followers and 
afford 
the government 


time to marshal the forces of conserva- 
tism which are disgusted with the pre- 
vailing- chaos and give the government 
time to hold the elections. 


The final decision in regard to the elec- 


toral law is expected to be taken at Tsar- 
skoe-Selo today. 
The minority in 
the 


cabinet is understood to favor universal 
suffrage, but Premier Witte, will present 
both the majority and minority reports 
to the emperor.

husband in the presence of friends form- 
ed the subject of a recital yesterday in 
the court room when Mrs. Theodosia 
Van Doozer told Judge Tuthill of her un- 
happy experience with her husband, Jesse

Mrs. Van Doozer, who is the daughter 


of Thomas Kane, manager of the Thomas 
Kane company, 06 Wabash avenue, ap- 
peared, in court with her attorney and 
two witnesses late in the afternoon. She 
charged the former football player with 
extreme and repeated acts of cruelty, 
and several scenes between husband and 
wife were related to the court. 


The complaint said she and Van Dooz- 


er were happy together for some time 
nftcr their'marriage in 1902, but after- 
ward, she declared, Van Doozer's affec- 
tions for her seemed to cool. 


AWAY a^ROM HOME NIGHTS.

Van Doozer, "and the next day he could 
give me no satisfactory explanation for 
his absence."

versity in 1890. When they were mar- 
ried Van Doozer was made secretary of 
the company of which his father-in-law 
is manager.

October Mrs. Van Doozer had made her 
home with her parents at 310 Ashland 
boulevard.

A PREDICAMENT. 


Why should we shout so loudly over 


the tyrannically oppressed people of oth- 
er lands, so rejoice when despotism re- 
ceives a hard whack, and so howl when 
some despot smites the dear subjects of 
his? We gnze with profound 
surprise 


and indignation as well when some pow- 
er calmly annexes a weaker territory, 
and bales of sympathy go forth and 
tears would probably flow if these same 
dear people could only see us weep for 
their sad misfortunes, and just now re- 
membrances of the days 
when Louis 


Kossuth of 'Hungary visited this coun- 
try and found plenty of people to con- 
tribute funds receiving in exchange tok- 
ens of acknowledgement, and by the way 
there nrc in existence yet, numbers of 
these Hungarian tokens. 


It seems Hungary may win out in its 


long contention with Austria, with whom 
it is united, contentions for certain rights 
which Austria has been refusing to grant, 
but late accounts indicate the cquntry 
of Kossuth is going to 
compel its de- 


sired bill of rights. We have profound 
sympathy for the terribly oppressed peo- 
ple of Finland, for other countries 
the 


Russian czar lias seized and whose inhab- 
itants arc in common with Russian peo- 
ple, trying to recover their lost freedom. 


AH this leads to the regret our. treaties 


with Japan and with Corea are opposite- 
ly opposed. Our treaty with Corea re- 
quires us to extend our friendly offices if 
that country is wronged as would bo the 
case with favored nations, should that 
country stand in need of assistance, while 
our relations with Japan obliges to re- 
main silent while Japan seizes as it has 
t.lie kingdom of Corea and by force is 
compelling the Corean government to ac- 
quiesce. Surely the people of Corea are 
just as much entitled to our profound 
sympathy as those of any other 
coun- 


try, Japan has but acted as has other 
governments in taking practically by 
force, or in another way, compelling the 
government authorities of Corea to turn 
over things, and we for reason of not 
being desirous of offending powerful Ja- 
pan, are silent. A protest sent to Jnpan 
or memorial such as we sent to the Rus- 
sian emperor some time ago over the 
massacre of Jewish subjects at Kishineff 
might be received in the wrong way, and 
Japan with its powerful fleets and for- 
midable army of lighters might sniff in 
such a manner as \vould make the Chi- 
nese boycott of our goods look pale along 
side and thus frighten our traders with 
Japan into fits. 


It is unfair to criticise any particular 


person or administration for these condi- 
tions of affairs which will prevent us 
from openly extending our sympathies or 
help to the Coroons thus despoiled by the 
conqueror of eastern Asia and the pres- 
ent master of the oriental Pacific. The 
conditions exist and the preservation of 
our large eastern commerce is a consider- 
ation, not to be denied, even though we 
are compelled to turn a- deaf ear to the 
requests of Oorca for friendly assistance.

steamer lines on the Pacific able to com- 
ply with the facilities that have been ex- 
tended by the Pacilic steamship line mo- 
nopoly. The government through Secre- 
tary Taft while extinguishing the mo- 
nopoly privileges formerly granted by 
the Panama railroad ollicials, yet will 
not issue, through bills of lading to 
tramp steamers or lines unable to com- 
ply with tin) requirements for regular 
sailing days. This right the government 
is ready to extend to any transportation 
company that is able to fill the require- 
ments and since here are not now any 
other lines except this Pacific steamship 
line, the monopoly continues unbroken 
On the Atlantic side the 
government 


owns the connecting steamers and it to 
these the through bills of lading are 
wanted. 


This statement of the secretary may 


give rise to ill natured comment but it 
seems to be business on the part of the 
secretary, and who as he says, 
have 


this monopoly because no other lines 
comes near meeting the needs. This Pa- 
cific line it seems according to official 
statements has regular sailing days, calls 
at regular established ports, furnishes 
banking accomodations to shippers along 
its route, does a sort of actor business, 
advances money to planters, and so far 
has no competition. 
However if any 


other steamship company wants to com- 
pete and furnish the same accomodu 


tions with regular dates- and ports of 
lalls, the government will extend trfe 
same treatment to them as to the Paci- 
fic^ Hail people. . 


Still- why not the government issue 


through bills of lading to all shippers 
for all traffic over the Panama railroad, 
even .•Jt"there is not as much. system 
about it. This railroad is for .the Amer-l 
ean, people and yet even "with more in- 
conveniences to the government railroad 
managers, still every possible encourage- 
ment should be extended to the shipping 
public and steamships though they do 
not do a banking business. The. millions 
of dollars tho American people are pour- 
ing into this water ditch and railroad 
property are entitling them to better 
treatment from, the government than 
the sustaining, of a great steamer mo|-_ 
nopoly because its long career has pre- 
vented successful competition. But even 
without, this government of our should 
extend precisely the same treatment tfa 
every man doing business over this Fau- 
ama road. If one has a through bill of 
lading so should the other.

THAT 1'ITTSBURG AFFAIR.

Century on "How to Live Long" the 
writer says: "How shall one determine 
how much food to eat? Too much mys- 
tery has been thrown about this sub- 
ject. Let your sensations 
decide. It 


must be kept in mind that the entire 
function of digestion nnd assimilation is 
carried on without conscious supervis- 
ion or concurrence. It .should be entire- 
ly unfelt and unknown, excepting by 
the feeling of bienetre. which accompan- 
ies and follows its normal accomplish- 
ments. Satiety is bad. ft implies a sen- 
satiou of fullness in the region of the 
stomach, and that means that too much 
food has been taken. The exact corre- 
spondence in a healthy animal, between 
the appetite and the amount of food re- 
quired is extraordinary. As a rule, the 
meal, unless oaten very slowly, should 
cease before the appetite is entirely sat- 
isfied, because a little time is required 
for the outlying organ and tissues to 
feel the effects of tho food that lias been 
ingested. If too little has been taken it 
is easy enough to inuke it up at the next 
meal, and the appetite will be only the 
better and the food more grateful. 
' No one was ever sorry for having vol- 
untarily eaten too little, while millions 
every day repent having euteri too much. 
It has been said that the great lesson 
homeoepathy taught the world was this: 
That, whereas physicians had been in 
the habit of giving the patient the larg- 
est does he could stand, they have been 
led to sec that their purpose was better 
subserved by giving him the smallest 
does that would produce the desired of- 
fast.

How to Darn—The proper darning of 


a rent in cloth is an art that can not 
be easily picked up, 
and should 
be 


taught to girls as an essential part ol 
their practical home training. Tho expert 
darner of woolen cloth will make u rent 
practically invisible by weaving togeth • 
or torn edges, matching them as care- 
fully as possible, and aJTtcrwiml press- 
ing the rent. A fine, sewing silk is useil 
to darn woolen, cloth in preference to 
any wool, which would not be strong 
enough unless the thread or raveling 
was 
too coarse. Whore • the 
cloth i.- 


thick enough endeavor toi conceal the 
Bilk thread between tho face and baci-. 
of the cloth. Begin about half an rncli 
from the edge of one side of tho tear. 
e.nd run the needle the name distance 
Jrom the outer edge, 
concealing tho 


thread carefully and drawing tho edge* 
closely together, but not so that they 
overlap. 
If there is any nap on the 


cloth brush it back when you nro darn- 
ing, and then brush it down again. Lay 
a damp cotton cloth on the wrong (tide 
of tho cloth over the darn and press it 
down once, then remove tho cotton cloth 
and press next the woolen surface, being 
carci'ul that you do not press it perfect- 
ly dry, but that a very little steam aris- 


es after the iron is removed. If 
the 


cloth is pressed perfectly dry the work 
of the iron will be shown on the right 
side. A piece of cloth ia usually darned 
with tht; vertical and diagonal stitches 
running with the threads of the cloth. 
The "up-and-down" threads is usually 
the- strongest way of mending a bias 
darn. Use no piece of cloth under tho 
darning unless tht material darned is 
thin. In that ease a piece of silk of the 
same color is less clumsy as a backing to 
darn the wool, unless the wool is sheer. 


Table cloths generally wear out first 


iti the folds. It is true that there are 
not always made in the same place, even 
by the same laundress, but they general- 
ly arc, and there is invariably one in 
the center. By cutting off a few inches 
from one end and one side, all the folds 
will be altered, thus giving the cloth a, 
fresh start. 


A Doctor on Wedding Tours—Profes- 


sor J. M. Gassaway in the Medical Brief 
denounces wedding tours as an "atroc- 
ious vice." He says: 


"If it is the province of hygien_e to 


cure the many superstitions of the laity, 
in too many instances shared by the 
profession, as, for instance, that an egg 
ia equivalent in nutritive value to a 
pound of meatj and that milk is the one 
grand, important, absolute and univer- 
sal food for every breathing thing; if 
hygiene could only restrict 
itself 
to 


such things, it would occupy \is to the 
very full while the world shall last, but 
there are many other errors almost as 
widespread and more fatal in their con- 
sequences. It is almost incomprehensi- 
ble to the thoughtful physician why the 
atrocious vice of wedding tours has not 
been utterly stamped out." 


Prof. Gassaway asserts that the wor- 


ry of preparing for the wedding, the ex- 
notions of that functions, the "honey- 
moon" journey, its hurry, rush, bad 
food, uncertain hours and strange sur- 
roundings are highly hurtful. "Is it any 
wonder," he asks, "that the wedding trip 
is the first and most powerful factor in 
the wretched health for many years o£ 
young American matrons?"

women make their own face creams and 
skin lotions. 
Some ever prepare their 


own toilet soap. A 25-cent piece of pure 
white castile—a kind on which you real 
ly can rely—a pound of fine oatmeal 
and a tiny bottle of weak, very weak, 
carbolic acid, which tlie druggist will 
prepare, will make a supply 
of toilet 


soap that- will last months arid make 
your skin smooth and white. Melt the 
soap with enough water to make a jel- 
ly, stir if thick with outiueiil, add a few 
drops of carbolic acid, which is healing 
in this form, and pour into cups that 
have been wet in cold wntcr. Fill the 
cups no more than half full and you will 
have nice little soup cakes that can be 
handled with comfort.

The Use of Peanuts—The use of pea- 


nuts in the preparation of various dish- 
es is increasing. A wafer is made by 
chopping very fine a pint of the shelled 
nuts and mixing them with three eggs, 
two tablcspoonsful of milk, a little s/ilt 
and a cup of sugar creamed with two 
tablcspoonsfuls of butter. Flour is added 
to make a soft dough, which is rolled 
very thin, cut into strips and baked in a 
moderate oven. Peanut sandwiches, too, 
are very appetizing and nutritious, eith- 
er for tea or with the salad at luncheon 
or dinner. Several receipts are followed 
to make them, a good one calling foi 
brown bread. This is cut in thin slices 
and very lightly buttered, spread with 
creame cheese and a layer of finely chop- 
ped nuts. These slices arc then pressed 
together and cut in circles or oblong. 


Coffee-Chocolate—It is not generally 


know that coffee and chocolate combin- 
ed make a good Havering—somewhat 
peculiar, however, and perhaps one would 
lire of it easily, but dishes containing 
this combination often make an agree- 
able 'change from tha general routine, 
A loaf cake with this flavoring is espec- 
ially good.

habitation, thereby becoming dangerous, 
but also easy victims to the pelt hunter. 
Cases of wolf attacks upon human be- 
ings are frequently reported, but as yet 
no one has been killed by the animals. 
In Minnesota aud Wisconsin the wolf 
bounty of $20 for a grown animal and 
$4 for a cub, makes the occupation of 
wolf hunting by poison, dogs and guns, 
a profitable one and several hunters 
have found the business worth their 
while. An average of one wolf killed. 
each day in Douglass county, Minn., has 
been the record so far this month. The 
total amount paid out in bounties was 
$400. Otto Gaslin of Gordon, Wiscoii- 
sin. brought in sixty bets of ears this 
winter. 


GIRL FATALLY BURNED?

This description fits Dr. Haugh, as he 
was on October-14, 1904, within a few 
days of the girls'. death. On that date 
Mrs. 
Mary Johnson, an old friend of 


the Haugh family, refused him admis- 
sion to her Cincinnati lodging house 
because of his drug eating habits. 
She especially noted Ms appearance. 


The Cincinnati police are working; 


on the theory ttrat Haugh may have 
knowledge of the murder 
of these 


three girls. 


W. C. Parish, a brakeman on the 


Baltimore & Ohio railway, was In Dr. 
Haugh's rooming house in Lorain the 
night of February 16, 1904. He be- 
came ill and Haugh gave him treat- 
ment. Then he began growing worse 
and was taken to the hospital, where 
he died. 


"I gave him medicine," Haugh ex- 


plained when an ambulance called for 
him. 
"But it doesn't seem to have 


done any good." 


The physicians thought Parish was 


Buffering with pneumonia and made no 
investigation. 


Dr. Haugh advocated the painless 


killing of all aged and infirm people 
and those suffering from incurable dis- 
eases'while he operated in Hamilton, O. 


Before the Transformation. 


It is only five yeajs ago that Dr.; 


Haugh was considered an authority in 
the state of Ohio on the origin and 
composition of drugs, and about 
his 


laboratory there bung an air of mys- 
tery and fascination for the people of 
Dayton, for he boastfully declared: 


"I am at work on the evolution of a 


drug, which in its perfection, will cre- 
ate a new era of science, a new order 
of thought, and a new race of beings. 
I will bring into the reality of day 
something 
more 
wonderful 
than 


Stevenson in his wildest dreams *ver 
imagined. I will prove that which he 
only su-ggested—the certainty that two 
beings can exist in the one body, the 
one blotting out the influence of the 
other." 
i 


In those days he had a pretty home | 


on the outskirts of the town presided,' 
over by a comely, con-fidlng little wom- 
an who was happy in the thought that' 
lier husband was on the verge of a j 
great discovery which would some day 
startle the- world of science. 


The Unmasking1. 


But imperceptibly at first there 


came a change over him. He secluded 
himself more and more,within his lab- 
oratory, and what at first the 
wife 


thought were only the effects of closa 
study at last proved to be the violent 
reactions of the drugs he had 
been 


taking, for one day she rushed into the 
house of a neighbor crying that her 
husband, suddenly transformed into a 
fiend, would kill her. It was no longer 
the Dr. Haugh, whom his wife and the 
public had known, but the monster, 
Mr. Hyde, which his drugs had cre- 
ated.

For many years 1 used to met occa- 


sionally a young man who was raised 
In a small town in 
Ohio, 
near 


my old home. 
He became some- 


what 
wayward 
in 'early life and 


got beyond the control of his family. 
He drifted about the country, coming 
and going at will, and usually well 
supplied with cash 


He was a handsome fellow, a-fluent 


talker, a good story teller, an excellent 


attention of the man who had done 
the treating. In many instances the 
latter would notice what had occurred, 
but inasmuch aa he had perhaps only 
recently met the distinguished looking 
personage, rather than cause him the 
slightest humiliation,: and believing it 
a mistakei he said nothing about it. 


During his first stay in Jackson he 


was fairly lionized by the best young 
people there, and

played his graft for four or five weeks 
before any of the'boys had dropped 
on to his game. After they began to 
discuss the matter several of the bar- 
tenders admitted that they had ob- 
served his methods, but as he was a 
good mixer and profitable to have 
around, they remained silent.

' None of his acquaintances,''<pld or 
new, could ever furnish the slightest 
information aa to his means of sup- 
port.

Observ- 
ing that the poor'.f ellow was ready to 
collapse, I qjllcklyi interfered, and soon 
had him out' of 'reach, after which 
I returned to the, .barroom. Several 
men told the causa of the rumpus. 


This, it see'ms, wae his second visit 


to Jackson. On ibis previous stay the 
"boys" thought they ;-had gotten on to 
his graft and now they were sure they 
were right, the result of which was a 
sound thrashing. 


He was always on hand when any- 


one was treating at-the'bar, and never 
failed to be one of the party, when the 
boys of the 'town were out for a 
"time." 


When some.man ordered the drinks 


he instantly began telling some inter- 
esting story or singing ajsong, In the 
meantime keeping an eye out, aa to 
the amount of currency the man laid 
down with which to "pay his 
bill. 


When 
the 
bartender brought the 


change and laid it on the counter this 
'grafter instantly raked it off, and re- 
sumed his. antics,, thus .detracting, the 


he procured credit for a suit of clothes 
in Toledo before he came here, and 
when the Toledo baseball team found 
him here one of the members wired the 
Toledo tailors of his whereabouts, and 
they arrived only a few moments ago, 
and he and they are upstairs in his 
room. 


"I understand that they have brought 


with them an old suit of clothes (the 
worst they could find), which they are 
going to force him to take in exchange 
for the fine suit he beat them out of." 


The clerk had no sooner finished his 


explanation than the grafter appeared 
at the head of the stairs, and mounting 
the banister, slid down to the office 
Boor in a jiffy, and shot out of the 
back door.

He had on an old pair 


of stogy boots, a pair of trousers, a 
vest twice too large for him, an old- 
fashioned long-tailed coat, and 
the 


worst looking old plug hat one could 
imagine. Had be been paid $1,090 a 
week to do "the hobo" on the vaude- 
ville stage, ho couldn't have beaten it. 


At least two years after when I ques- 


tioned him asjto what he did on that 
dreadful occasion he said that he knew 
of a farmer living several miles out of 
Adrian, who was formerly from his 
town, and by evening of that day he 
had arrived at this farmer's house. 
He-made a clean breast of the affair 
and worked hard for the farmer six 
months-at1 $16"per month 'to get on his 
feet again. 


He?.wound up his career in a Chicago 


charity hospital where he died with 
tuberculosis and was buried in the 
pauper's field.

When I was engaged In the whole- 


sale jewelry business in Chicago, an 
elderly man, who appeared like a la- 
borer, began calling at my store. He 
always made inquiries for old gold 
spectacle frames. 


Having so'ld 'him several lots I be- 


gan to wonder what he was "doing with 
eo many old gold frames. 'He couldn't 
possibly sell them to'dealers and were 
he to offer a second-hand frame to a 
customer, as a retailer, he could hard- 
ly expect to interest him. 


I finally asked him and he ex- 


plained to me, although be said he 
had never told anyone before,

even his wife or bis children.

He bad been working his graft tat 


15 years: In the meantime his chUdrea- 
had been well educated:

His family,-neighbors and friend* 


supposed that all these- years be was a 
United States detective, and 
after 


hearing the wonderful experiences ho 
related of numerous 'hair-breadth es- 
capes in capturing moonshiners, coun- 
terfeiters and other-law breakers they' 
regarded him as a man of extraordin- 
ary ability. 


Frequently he would leave home, 


after providing his family with every 
comfort of life, and remain away two 
and three months without writing a 
word.

He had been arrested over EO times 


during the 15 years, had been dis- 
charged 14 times without a fine; had 
been fined two or ftiree dollars and 
costs about 30 times; was fined $20 and 
$25 and costs on two charges, and had 
been sentenced to ten days in jail on 
one occasion and 30 days oni another. 


This was his graft In selecting old 


gold frames he^picked .out those of the 
lightest weight, for as he always pur- 
chased them by weight the lighter 
the frames the less they cost him. He 
never took the precaution to clean 
them up, preferring that they have the 
appearance'of having been worn for 
some time. He then went to a lena 
manufacturer and purchased all the 
culls or seconds and thirds of about 
the same refractive power as he him- 
self wore for reading and close work. 
In each of the solid gold frames ha 
put a pair of these cheap lenses. 


The frames cost about 70 cents each; 


the cost of lenses did not exceed 60 
cents per dozen pair, which made the 
entire cost of each pair of spectacles 
about 80 cents. 


A town of any size could be worked 


on his graft, but he found that cities 
ranging in population from 10,000 to 
50,900 were the' most profitable. On 
arriving at a town he donned an old, 
well-worn painter's blouse. In select- 
ing a victim he chose a man. about his 
own age, possibly a grocer, or the pro- 
prietor of a meat market. 


Calling upon his man he explained 


'that he was a painter by trade, and 
had just arrived in the town with a 
view to looking up a Job. On going to 
the post offlre he said he had received 
news from his wife that bis rnothei 
was at the point of death and wanted 
him to hurry home. Then he took a 
pair of spectacles from his pocket. 


"I am here almost stranded," 
he 


continued, "and I am nearly frantic 
to-reach my mother's bedside. It will i 
cost me five dollars to get home, and j 
if you will let me have that amount' 
on my spectacles, I will send you sis 
dollars as soon as I get home, and you 
can return them to me. They are 
Eolld gold, and cost me $12 when new. 
Of course I am a stranger to you, and 
perhaps you are no judge of the qual- 
ity of such frames, but to show that I 
am honest I will leave them with you, 
and return this afternoon, as my train j 
does not leave until evening. Thl« 
will give you plenty of time to take 
them to some jeweler who can tell 
whether or not they are solid gold 
If you will help me out, I will have 
the six dollars back here inside of two 
days." 


After "planting" this pair, as 
h« 


termed It, he immediately started foi! 
the other side of the town and "plant-1 
ed" another pair with some business 
man on the same proposition. Before 
"rounding up" he planted on an aver- 
age four pairs in each town. 


Toward evening he made his "round 


up" and either got back the spectacle! 
or borrowed anywhere from three tc 
five dollars. 


When asked how It happened thai 


he had been arrested so many tlmei 
he laughed and explained that 
th« 


greatest trouble he had was, that mosl 
Invariably every man with whom he 
"planted" a pair would take them to 
the. best jeweler in town. This fact 
often led to unpleasantness and It wai 
always hard to explain matters. 


It was not an uncommon thing foi 


him to call upon some man on his 
"round up" and find him ready to call 
an officer. 


When caught he found that the best 


way was to look bis man squarely in 
the eye and say: 


"This is my way of doing business; 


you have yours. 
At any rate, no 


reputable jeweler in this town can saj 
that I in any way misrepresented thes« 
glasses when I told you that they were 
solid gold. There Is no law to com- 
pel you' to loan me five dollars and 
no law to prevent me from asking you 
for a loan, so what's going to be don« 
about it?" 


He said that he found this plan mucli 


better than to cringe and attempt an 
apology or explanation. 


The last time I saw this old "graft- 


er" whisky had gotten the better ol 
him and he was nearlng the end of his 
career.

To OUT' American taste, 
with out different rlimate, tho heavy, 
solid, blac.k plum pudding with Us many 
mixed up ingredients seems indigestible. 
The British cat,so much of it, however, 
that an TCnglishni:in lias made a calcu- 
lation of how large u mass all the pud- 
dings devoured in his country on Christ- 
mas <lny would make if they could be 
rolled together into one giant pudding. 
He set down upon paper the population 
of England, then got the average weight 
of pudding eaten by each one and mul- 
tiplied the whole number by it. 


Well, he found there would result a 


monster pudding fifty feet high and 
fifty feet thick. You see in the picture 
what such a creation would look like 
in a. city street. It would reach to the 
top of a four story house. The sprig of 
holly stuck Into the top of this,giant 
pudding would have to bo as large as a 
small tree.

native isle, they have taken the Christ- 
mas plum pudding custom with them.

One quality of the plum 
pudding is that it may be kept in a tin 
box without spoiling for a whole year, 
and it is very often thus kept. 


In India, where the native cooks do 


not know much about making this na- 
tional English dish, British 
officials' 


wives send all the way home to England 
for It. They have to forward the order 
months beforehand to make sure of 
getting their Christmas pudding In 
time. 
The sight of a brown Hindu 


waiter in his white turban and white 
garments, in the midst of strange ori- 
ental surroundings, bringing to his mas- 
ter's table a Christmas pudding1 that has 
traveled nearly half way around the 
world is a curious one.

,dlng- under the direction of his mistress. 
A Hindoo .servant calls his master or 
any other white man sahib, and his 
mistress or any other white woman 
mem sahtb. If the Hindoo cook's home- 
made Christmas pudding is a failure 
the cook's heart is just broken, but if 
the pudding is all right and food to 


eat, then the cook thinks he ought to 
have his wages raised. 


If you were In England this Christ- 


mas time you would hear people talk- 
Ing about "boxing day," and you would 
know no more than I did what it 
meant. 
Again, the British 
"boxing 


day" custom is one so old,that no- 
body knows how or when It started. 
"Boxing day" is the one after Christ- 
mas, and on that day people are ex- 
pected to give gifts to everybody who 
serves them in any way, and to many 
who do not. Postmen, grocery boys, 
messenger boys, milk boys and butcher, 
baker and candlestick maker expect 
something. Generally these persons re- 
ceive and expect gifts of money, but a 
long time ago, before money was in 
common use, presents of various arti- 
cles were put into boxes and handed 
out to the expectant individuals.

TRADE TO ORIENT INCREASES 


Import! to Japan and- China Show Heavy 


Advance Fait Tear* 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 26.—No 


feature of the export trade of the United 
States in 1005 haa 
shown a 
larger 


growth than that of the trade with China 
and Japan. In the ten months ending 
with October exports to China are more 
than $50,000,000 in value, against $20,- 
000,000 in the same months of 1004 and 
$13,000,000 in the corresponding months 
of 1903 and those to Japan are^e.SOO,: 
000, agatast a little less than $22,000,000 
for the same period in 1004 and $16,000,- 
000 in the corresponding months of 1003. 
Thus, in the case of Japan exports have 
more than doubled as compared with 
1004 and practically trebeled as compar- 
ed with 1903, while in the case of China 
exports are two and one-half times as 
much as in 1904 and have practically 
quadrupled since 1903. No other coun- 
tries of the world to which our exports 
are sent shows gains approximating 
those of China and Japan. 


To Cuba there is an increase of ap- 


proximately 40 per cent and to Argen- 
tine about 33 per cent, but China and 
Japan are the only countries in the long 
list of those to which our "exports are 
sent which show a gain of 100 per cent, 
or more. Should the rate of growth con- 
tinue until the close of the year the total 
exports from the United States to Japan 
in the calendar year will be practically 
ten times as much as in 1895.

CHILDBEN BDBNED ALIVE 


Jewish Parentd Compelled to See Their 


X.utle Onea Incinerated. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 20—"Do 


not ask any questions, do not wait to 
write, but if you want to see us alive 
send steamer tickets," is the despairing 
cry which the Russian Jews of this city 
are daily hearing from relatives residing 
in the empire of the czar, 


Horrible descriptions of slaughter and 


rapine are contained in many of the let- 
ters. A letter from Koloras, Russia, 
gives a lurid description of the massa- 
cres. According to the account, crowds 
,of brigands followed the parade which 
was held in celebration of the issuance of 
the manifesto, gathered in a mob, at 
their head a picture of the czar and a 
cross, emblems cf state and church, made 
their way to the Jewish quarter, where 
they at once began their work of mur- 
der and robbery. Driving a number of 
Jewish children into the street they 
poured kerosene on them and set fire to 
them, while the mothers were obliged to 
stand by and helplessly listen to the 
agonized screams of their little ones. 


After making away with the children, ' 


the murderers turned their attention to 
the parents and slaughtered them with- 
out mercy. Three hundred Jews perish- 
ed at that time in Koloras, while in 
Uman 1,000 were killed. 


MADISON, Wis., Dec. 26.—Under a law 


passed at the special session requiring 
railroad companies to pay up back taxes 
before contesting assessments in courts. 
The North-Western today paid $225,834 
taxes for 1905 and the St. Paul paid 
$484,258 taxes and interest for 1904 and 
1905. It is expected that all the smaller 
roads will follow. The tax of 1904 for 
the North-Western is in litigation as a 
test case by agreement, between the 
state and the railroad. If the state loses 
the difference between the present assess- 
ed tax and the old license fee figures will 
be refunded.
